The breast machine is best 
adapted to lumpy, hard twisted or tangled 
stock, as the stock being subject to carding 
against the workers is much more opened 
When it reaches the main cylinder than in 
the plain machine. 

The plain machine is usually built with 
the 8-inch worker or lumper roll between 
lickerin and main cylinder, This worker 
is very useful on some kinds of lumpy 
stock in breaking up the lumps before they 
reach the main cylinder. The worker is 
geared to run very slowly, so as to hold 
the lumps as long as possible while being 
combed out by the lickerin. In comparing 
the breast with the plain machine, it should 
be said in general that the breast machine is 
best adapted to every condition where the 
stock contains firmly twisted thread, lumps 
or pieces that would injure the more delicate 
toothing of the main cylinder.
